REPORT 

[To  accompany  H.  R.  7900] 

The  Committee  on  Agriculture,  to  whom  was  referred  the  bill 
(H.  R.  7900)  to  permit  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  sell  to  indi¬ 
viduals  land  in  Ottawa  Comity,  Mich.,  which  was  acquired  pursuant 
to  the  provisions  of  title  III  of  the  Bankhead-Jones  Farm  Tenant 
Act,  having  considered  the  same,  report  favorably  thereon  with 
amendment  and  recommend  that  the  bill  do  pass. 

The  amendment  is  as  follows : 

Page  2,  beginning  with  line  3,  strike  out  all  the  rest  of  subsection  (b) 
and  insert: 

to  the  highest  responsible  bidder  but  at  not  less  than  the  fair 
market  price  thereof  as  determined  by  him  and  in  such  parcels 
and  subject  to  such  terms  and  conditions  as  he  may  prescribe. 

STATEMENT 

The  purpose  of  this  bill  is  to  authorize  the  Secretary  to  sell  to  the 
highest  responsible  bidder,  but  at  not  less  than  the  fair  market  price, 
that  portion  of  approximately  6,200  acres  of  land  in  Ottawa  County, 
Mich.,  now  being  administered  by  the  Forest  Service  under  title  III 
of  the  Bankhead-Jones  Farm  Tenant  Act  which  he  considers  suitable 
for  private  ownerships. 

The  land  involved  was  part  of  the  “submarginal  land  retirement 
program”  carried  on  during  the  1930’s.  The  area  lies  close  to  the 
eastern  shore  of  Lake  Michigan  in  what  was  once  a  good  wheat 
farming  region,  but  the  lands  irvolved  were  covered  with  blowing  sand 
from  the  lake  shore  and  had  been  or  were  about  to  be  abandoned 
when  they  were  purchased  by  the  Government  for  a  very  nominal 
amount.

In  recent  years,  the  lands  have  been  under  the  supervision  of  the 
West  Ottawa  Soil  Conservation  District  by  virtue  of  a  lease  with  that 
district  and  certain  soil  conservation  and  restorative  measures— - 
chiefly  the  planting  of  grass  and  trees — have  been  carried  out. 

Testimony  at  the  hearing  indicated  that  the  land  is  now  needed  for 
rural  residential  purposes  because  of  the  expansion  of  population  in 
the  nearby  cities  of  Grand  Haven,  Holland,  and  Grand  Rapids.  The 
lands  still  have  relatively  little  agricultural  value  except  for  the  growth 
of  grass  and  trees,  and  it  is  anticipated  that  the  Secretary  of  Agricul¬ 
ture,  when  he  offers  any  of  such  lands  for  sale,  will  include  in  the  con¬ 
veyance  such  restriction  as  he  can  against  use  of  the  lands  in  such  a 
way  as  to  again  subject  them  to  the  deteriorating  forces  which  made 
them  submarginal. 

It  is  to  be  noted  that  there  is  nothing  mandatory  about  the  bill. 
The  Secretary  is  authorized  to  sell  such  land  “as  he  determines  is  not 
needed  for  public  purposes  and  is  suitable  for  private  ownership.” 

COMMITTEE  AMENDMENT  ^ 

The  committee  amendment  amends  the  language  of  subsection  (b) 
to  require  that  the  lands  which  are  sold  be  disposed  of  to  the  highest 
responsible  bidder  and  in  such  parcels  and  subject  to  such  terms  as  the 
Secretary  may  prescribe.  The  former  language  of  the  subsection 
would  apparently  have  authorized  a  negotiated  or  private  sale  by  the 
Secretary.  The  amendment  also  strikes  out  the  sentence  which  would 
have  required  the  Secretary  to  consult  with  the  Ottawa  County  Board 
of  Supervisors  and  the  West  Ottawa  Soil  Conservation  District  with 
respect  to  the  terms  and  conditions  under  which  the  land  is  to  be 
disposed  of  and  then,  presumably,  to  follow  their  recommendations 
in  establishing  such  terms  and  conditions. 

In  striking  out  the  language  requiring  such  consultation,  the  com¬ 
mittee  does  so  not  because  it  does  not  anticipate  that  the  Secretary 
should  and  will  consult  with  these  agencies  before  disposing  of  the 
land,  but  because  it  seemed  unwise  to  the  committee  to  require  such 
consultation  as  a  condition  precedent  to  any  action  by  the  Secretary. 

DEPARTMENTAL  POSITION  | 

The  committee  has  not  received  a  formal  report  from  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Agriculture  on  this  bill  and  a  spokesman  for  the  Department 
appearing  at  the  hearing  stated  that  he  was  not  in  a  position  at  the 
moment  to  state  the  Department’s  policy  position  on  the  bill.  He 
pointed  out,  however,  that  the  Department  of  Agriculture  has  in  both 
the  83d  and  the  84th  Congresses  recommended  and  proposed  the 
enactment  of  legislation  establishing  an  overall  policy  for  disposal  of 
submarginal  lands  which  would  include  authority  for  the  Secretaiy 
to  sell  to  private  individuals  those  lands  which  were  not  needed  for 
public  purposes  and  which  he  deemed  suitable  for  return  to  private 
ownership.

The  Committee  on  Agriculture  and  Forestry,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  bill  (H.  R.  7900)  to  permit  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  sell  to 
individuals  land  in  Ottawa  County,  Mich.,  which  was  acquired  pur¬ 
suant  to  the  provisions  of  title  III  of  the  Bankhead-Jones  Farm  Tenant 
Act,  having  considered  the  same,  report  thereon  with  a  recommenda¬ 
tion  that  it  do  pass  without  amendment. 

This  bill  would  authorize  the  sale  of  certain  lands  no  longer  needed 
by  the  Government.  The  sale  would  be  made  on  a  bid  basis  at  not 
less  than  the  fair  market  price.  A  fuller  explanation  of  the  bill  is  set 
out  in  the  attached  report  of  the  House  Committee  on  Agriculture.

The  Committee  on  Agriculture,  to  whom  was  referred  the  bill 
(H.  R.  7900)  to  permit  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  sell  to  indi¬ 
viduals  land  in  Ottawa  County,  Mich.,  which  was  acquired  pursuant 
to  the  provisions  of  title  III  of  the  Bankhead-Jones  Farm  Tenant 
Act,  having  considered  the  same,  report  favorably  thereon  with 
amendment  and  recommend  that  the  bill  do  pass. 

The  amendment  is  as  follows: 

Page  2,  beginning  with  line  3,  strike  out  all  the  rest  of  subsection  (b) 
and  insert:  “to  the  highest  responsible  bidder  but  at  not  less  than  the 
fair  market  price  thereof  as  determined  by  him  and  in  such  parcels 
and  subject  to  such  terms  and  conditions  as  he  may  prescribe.” 

STATEMENT 

The  purpose  of  this  bill  is  to  authorize  the  Secretary  to  sell  to  the 
highest  responsible  bidder,  but  at  not  less  than  the  fair  market  price, 
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SALE  OF  LAND  IN  OTTAWA  COUNTY,  MICH. 


that  portion  of  approximately  6,200  acres  of  land  in  Ottawa  County, 
Mich.,  now  being  administered  by  the  Forest  Service  under  title  III 
of  the  Bankhead- Jones  Farm  Tenant  Act  which  he  considers  suitable 
for  private  ownerships. 

The  land  involved  was  part  of  the  “submarginal  land  retirement 
program”  carried  on  during  the  1930’s.  The  area  lies  close  to  the 
eastern  shore  of  Lake  Michigan  in  what  was  once  a  good  wheat 
farming  region,  but  the  lands  involved  were  covered  with  blowing  sand 
from  the  lake  shore  and  had  been  or  were  about  to  be  abandoned 
when  they  were  purchased  by  the  Government  for  a  very  nominal 
amount. 

In  recent  years,  the  lands  have  been  under  the  supervision  of  the 
West  Ottawa  Soil  Conservation  District  by  virtue  of  a  lease  with  that 
district  and  certain  soil  conservation  and  restorative  measures — 
chiefly  the  planting  of  grass  and  trees — have  been  carried  out. 

Testimony  at  the  hearing  indicated  that  the  land  is  now  needed  for 
rural  residential  purposes  because  of  the  expansion  of  population  in 
the  nearby  cities  of  Grand  Haven,  Holland,  and  Grand  Rapids.  The 
lands  still  have  relatively  little  agricultural  value  except  for  the  growth 
of  grass  and  trees,  and  it  is  anticipated  that  the  Secretary  of  Agricul¬ 
ture,  when  he  offers  any  of  such  lands  for  sale,  will  include  in  the  con¬ 
veyance  such  restriction  as  he  can  against  use  of  the  lands  in  such  a 
way  as  to  again  subject  them  to  the  deteriorating  forces  which  made 
them  submarginal. 

It  is  to  be  noted  that  there  is  nothing  mandatory  about  the  bill. 
The  Secretary  is  authorized  to  sell  such  land  “as  he  determines  is  not 
needed  for  public  purposes  and  is  suitable  for  private  ownership.” 

COMMITTEE  AMENDMENT 

The  committee  amendment  amends  the  language  of  subsection  (b) 
to  require  that  the  lands  which  are  sold  be  disposed  of  to  the  highest 
responsible  bidder  and  in  such  parcels  and  subject  to  such  terms  as 
the  Secretary  may  prescribe.  The  former  language  of  the  subsection 
would  apparently  have  authorized  a  negotiated  or  private  sale  by  the 
Secretary.  The  amendment  also  strikes  out  the  sentence  which  would 
have  required  the  Secretary  to  consult  with  the  Ottawa  County  Board 
of  Supervisors  and  the  West  Ottawa  Soil  Conservation  District  with 
respect  to  the  terms  and  conditions  under  which  the  land  is  to  be 
disposed  of  and  then,  presumably,  to  follow  their  recommendations 
in  establishing  such  terms  and  conditions. 

In  striking  out  the  language  requiring  such  consultation,  the  com¬ 
mittee  does  so  not  because  it  does  not  anticipate  that  the  Secretary 
should  and  will  consult  with  these  agencies  before  disposing  of  the 
land,  but  because  it  seemed  unwise  to  the  committee  to  require  such 
consultation  as  a  condition  precedent  to  any  action  by  the  Secretary. 

DEPARTMENTAL  POSITION 

The  committee  has  not  received  a  formal  report  from  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Agriculture  on  this  bill  and  a  spokesman  for  the  Department 
appearing  at  the  hearing  stated  that  he  was  not  in  a  position  at  the 
moment  to  state  the  Department’s  policy  position  on  the  bill.  He 
pointed  out,  however,  that  the  Department  of  Agriculture  has  in  both 
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the  83d  and  the  84th  Congresses  recommended  and  proposed  the 
enactment  of  legislation  establishing  an  overall  policy  for  disposal  of 
submarginal  lands  which  would  include  authority  for  the  Secretary 
to  sell  to  private  individuals  those  lands  which  were  not  needed  for 
public  purposes  and  which  he  deemed  suitable  for  return  to  private 
ownership.

LEASING  OF  SPACE  FOR 
AGENCIES 

The  Senate  proceeded  tef  consider  the 
bill  (S.  2533)  to  amend  the  Federal 
Property  and  Administrative  Services 
Act  of  1949,  to  authorize  the  Adminis¬ 
trator  of  General  Services  to  lease  space 
for  Federal  agencies  for  periods  not  ex¬ 
ceeding  15  years,  And  for  other  purposes, 
which  had  beemireported  from  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Government  Operations,  with 
amendment^/ on  page  2,  after  line  7,  to 
strike  out:7 

(2)  For/the  purposes  of  paragraph  (1) 
of  this  subsection,  the  Administrator  is  au¬ 
thorized  to  acquire  real  property  by  pur- 
chase/eondemnation,  lease,  donation,  or  oth¬ 
erwise,  to  improve  (including  demolition) 
federally  owned  property,  and  to  dispose  of 
such  acquired  and  federally  owned  property 


upon  such  terms  as  he  may  determine  to 
be  in  the  best  interest  of  the  United  States. 

In  line  15,  to  change  the  subsection 
number  from  “(3)”  to  “(2)”,  and  in  line 
25,  to  change  the  subsection  number 
from  “(4)”  to  “(3)”,  so  as  to  make  the 
bill  read: 

Be  it  enacted,  etc..  That  section  210  of  the 
Federal  Property  and  Administrative  Serv¬ 
ices  Act  of  1949,  as  amended  (40  U.  S.  C. 
490) ,  is  amended  by  adding  at  the  end 
thereof  the  following  new  subsection: 

“(h)  (1)  The  Administrator  is  authorized 
to  enter  into  lease  agreements  with  any

therein  to  Federal  agencies. 

“(2)  If  the  unexpired  portion  of  any  lease 
yof  space  to  the  Government  is  determined 
the  Administrator  to  be  surplus  property 
aftd  the  property  is  thereafter  disposed  of, 
by 'sublease  by  the  Administrator,  the  Ad» 
minrstrator  is  authorized,  notwithstanding 
sectiok  204  (a),  to  deposit  rental  received 
in  the\  buildings  management  funcf'  (40 
U.  S.  C.  >(90  (f) )  and  defray  from  thg  fund 
any  costs\necessary  to  provide  services  to 
the  Government’s  lessee  and  to  pay' the  rent 
not  otherwise  provided  for  on  tge  lease  of 
the  space  to  tke  Government. 

“(3)  Lease  ag^ements  in  expfess  of  5  years 
entered  into  under  paragraph  (1)  of  this 
subsection  shall  not  be  subject  to  the  25 
percent  limitation  of  section  322  of  the  act

SALE  OF  LAND  IN  OTTAWA  COUNTY, 
MICH. 

The  bill  (H.  R.  7900)  to  permit  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  sell  to  in¬ 
dividuals  land  in  Ottawa  County,  Mich., 
which  was  acquired  pursuant  to  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  title  III  of  the  Bankhead- 
Jones  Farm  Tenant  Act  was  considered, 
ordered  to  a  third  reading,  read  the 
third  time,  and  passed. 

Mr.  ELLENDER.  Mr.  President,  I  ask 
unanimous  consent  to  have  printed  in 
the  Record  an  explanation  of  the  bill. 

There  being  no  objection,  the  state¬ 
ment  was  ordered  to  be  printed  in  the 
Record,  as  follows: 

Explanation  of  H.  R.  7900 

This  bill  will  authorize  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  to  sell  certain  lands  to  the  high¬ 
est  responsible  bidder  at  not  less  than  the 
fair  market  price.  The  lands  concerned  are 
approximately  6,200  acres  of  land  in  Ottawa 
County,  Mich.,  which  were  acquired  under 
the  submarginal  land  retirement  program 
during  the  1930’s.  They  were  purchased  by 
the  Government  for  a  very  nominal  amount. 
The  land  is  now  needed  for  rural  residential 
purposes  because  of  the  expansion  of  popula¬ 
tion  in  the  nearby  cities  of  Grand  Haven, 
Holland,  and  Grand  Rapids. 

There  is  nothing  mandatory  about  the 
bill.  The  Secretary  is  authorized  to  sell  such

Mr.  JOPINSON  of  Texas.  Mr.  Presi¬ 
dent,  before  action  is  taken,  I  should  like 
to  point  out  to  my  friends  of  the  ma¬ 
jority  and  the  minority  a  provision  of 
rule  XXV,  which  appears  on  page  43  of 
the  Standing  Rules  of  the  Senate.  The 
Democratic  majority  in  the  Senate  in¬ 
creased  from  49  to  50.

That  is  a  quirk  in  the  rules/  I  guess 
a  few  weeks  ago  someone  vrould  have 
said,  “We  won\he  battle  imd  lost  the 
war.”  We  won  tne  election  and  lost  two 
committee  seats.  \That/is  a  little  un¬ 
usual.  However,  because  of  the  unself¬ 
ishness  and  because  qKthe  consideration 
demonstrated  by  the  Senator  from  Ohio 
[Mr.  Lausche],  the  Senator  from  Okla¬ 
homa  [Mr.  Monroney],  anS  the  Senator 
from  Pennsylvania  [Mr.  Clark],  we  have 
been  able  to  a/sign  to  our  newvcolleague 
this  morning;  as  a  result  of  tire  unani¬ 
mous  action  of  the  Democratic  steering 
committee,  of  which  I  have  the  hoW  to 
be  the  chairman,  with  each  memberWr- 
ticipatmg,  a  seat  on  three  excellent  coi 
mittges. 

had  hoped  it  might  be  possible  to^ 
assign  the  distinguished  Senator  a  place 
in  the  Committee  on  Agriculture  and 
Forestry,  because  of  his  great  interest  in 
agriculture  and  because  he  comes  from 
an  important  agricultural  State.  There 
is  no  vacancy  on  that  committee  at  the 
present  time.

Mr.  MANSFIELD.  Mr.  President,  I 
think  this  is  another  indication  of  aj 
sense  of  responsibility  not  only  on  tl 
part  of  the  majority  leader  but  on  yie 
part  of  the  Democratic  Members  o^rhe 
Senate. 

Frankly,  I  am  a  little  surprisgQ;  be¬ 
cause,  while  riding  to  the  Caratol  with 
the  Senator  from  Wisconsin  LMr.  Prox¬ 
mire]  night  before  last  fromytme  airport, 
I  was  under  the  impression  i nat  he  might 
be  able,  after  a  great  deal/f  effort,  to  be 
seated  on  two  committees.  However,  I 
come  to  the  Chamber  tnis  afternoon  and 
I  find  he  has  been  graven  three  excellent 
committee  assignments. 

I  listened  to  the  majority  leader  this 
morning  talk  abgut  the  accomplishments 
of  this  session^  of  Congress.  I  should 
like  to  emphasize  the  fact  that  we  shall 
be,  when  we  adjourn  later  in  the  day, 
half  way  imrough  the  present  Congress. 
I  think  tne  sense  of  responsibility  which 
has  marked  the  Democratic  Party  dur¬ 
ing  t/e  past  4  years  and  8  months  has 
bee}*  carried  down  to  the  present  day  and 
isyfn  large  part  responsible  for  the  fact 
iat  we  have  a  Senator  from  Wisconsin 
'for  the  first  time  in  almost  30  years. 
I  think  the  activities  of  this  body  under 
the  leadership  of  the  outstanding  ma¬ 
jority  leader,  the  Senator  from  Texas 
[Mr.  Johnson],  have  had  their  impact 
upon  the  people  throughout  the  coun¬ 
try. 

For  example,  because  of  the  policies 
earned  out  by  all  sections  of  the  Demo¬ 
cratic  Party  represented  in  this  Chamber, 
a  victory  in  Wisconsin  occurred,  and  we 
hope  in  the  future  this  trend  will  con¬ 
tinue.  This  is  nothing  new.  This  trend 
has  been  in  evidence  since  the  beginning 
of  1953.  I  think  it  is  a  trbute  to  the 
majority  leader,  for  the  fine  leader¬ 
ship  he  has  displayed,  for  the  sagacity 
he  has  demonstrated,  and  for  the  gift 
he  has  for  bringing  various  elements  of 
the  Democratic  Party  together.

I  als\  point  out  that,  on  the  basis  of 
what  has\been  said,  the  majority  leader 
has  indicated  that  at  least  half  of  the 
President’s  recommendations  numbering 
on  the  order  of  150,  have  been  considered 
in  the  1st  session  of  the  85th  Congress. 
Every  recommendation  of  any  merit 
which  the  President  sends  to  Congress 
will  receive  the  most  serious  considera¬ 
tion  of  this  Democracip-controlled  body.
